New residential building in Cali- 
fornia rose sharply in January to 
its highest level since last October, 
showing a better than seasonal in- 
crease over December and a gain of 
nearly 60 per cent over January,

1938, according to permit figures re- 
ceived from eleven principal cities 
by the Analysis and Research De- 
partment of the Bank of America. 

The dollar value of January per- 
mits in these cities was $7,175,000, a 
new ten-year high for that month, 
and a gain of 14 per cent over De- 
cember, 1938. When compared with 
January, 1938, this year’s permits 
showed an increase of about 60 per 
cent; however, residential building 
during the early part of 1938 was 
curtailed until after February 3, | 
when the new amendments liberal- 
izing the FHA act became effective.

Culbert L. Olson drew 
torrid and at times profane response 
from AFL spokesmen. 

They demanded that the National 
Labor Relations board “quit stall- 
ing” and call an immediate elec- 
tion to determine whether the AFL 
or the CIO would be bargaining 
agent for the mills’ 2000 employes.

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Nation’s Taste Showing Trend 
Toward Vegetables 


By FRED BAILEY 


(United Press Staff Correspondent) 


WASHINGTON (\p—The average 
American is gradually becoming 
more of a vegetarian, a Department 
of Agriculture survey of food con- 
sumption since 1920 indicates. 

The trend toward more vegetables 
and dairy products and away from 
meats may have been due in, part, 
it was believed, to higher meat 
prices resulting from drouths dur- 
ing the 1933-1937 period. 


The average per capita consump- 
tion of meat and fish declined from 
138 pounds in the 1920-24 period to 
126 pounds in the 1934-37 period. In 
the same periods average consump- 
tion of vegetables increased from 
135 to 169 pounds. 

The average American eats 
Slightly more now than in the early ' 
20’s, the report showed. Total per- 
capita food consumption in 
1934-37 period was 1.440 pounds.
